It may not be uninteresting, or without use, to state 
the mode of proceeding adopted in 
stores. 
T w o barrels of powder, generally o f 100 lbs. 
each, were taken into the cellar of the devoted build.ng 
and placed about the centre 
o f it, at a small distance 
apart ; the heads of the barrels were then knocked out, 
and a train, by means of planks, or long pieces of cali­ 
co or Imen, of which too many were ly ing about m the 
streets, was formed from the barrels to the exterior of 
the cellar door ; on this straw— of which the crates 
from the crockery stores supplied enough — was laid, 
and sprinkled plentifully witli powder ; the doors were 
then closed, and all persons desired to retire 
front the 
vicinity of the building, except the one who was to fire 
thet am ; this was done by laying a burning brand on
